There is mention in the scriptures 
of every other kind of love, of bus- 
band for wife, of Jonathan for David.

- "The honour and the respect due to 
one's parents is enjoined and un- 
deracored time and again; itis one of 
the Ten Commandments; it is made 


the basis of the metaphor enjoining 
respect for God (Malachi 1:6). 
Honour and respect, however, are for- 


mal duties, not necessarily stem- - 


ming from emotional attachment. It 
would appear that the love and affec- 
tion of 8 parent for a child is a 
natural emotion which is not, 
however, necessarily reciprocated, 

This suggestion finds its confirma- 
tion toa certain extent in Haiacha. It 
is found in a discussion on the right 
of a householder to attack and to 
cause the death of 2 burgiar forcing 
entry into his house and exemption 
from punishment for the homicide. 
(Exodus 22:1). - 


The Talmud states that it is con- 
ceivable, and within the bounds of 


possibility, that a son could put his © 


father to death in this way, but it is 
utterly inconceivable that a father 
should be responsibie for the death of 
his child. (Sanhedrin 72 ἃ and b). 
Only once in the whole Bible 15 the 
hatred of a father for his son men- 
tioned, but it is purely hypothetical 
and metaphorical, ‘He that spareth 
the rod hateth his child” (Proverbs 
13:24). The Talmud also asks ‘‘Is it 
possible for a father to hate hig 
son?" — but it is a purely rhetorical 
question. But where is.the evidence 
to the opposite? Is it possible that 
parental love is a one-way emotion?

The economic survival of Israel depends on it....” 

So reads an ad in a Baltimore Jewish newspaper. It was signed JAAB — Jews 
Against Arab ‘Boycott. Sybil Kaufman and Mike Zimmerman report. 


Brookiyn-born Bugene Elum, one 
of the founders of JAAB, was in 


1948, following a stint as a U.S. 
Navy officer, Blum worked aboard 
an American Export Line freighter 
plying the Mediterranean. He had

“The Arabs have engaged Israel 
in three types of war,” Blum ex-

only one type — the military. They 
have largely ignored the other two. 
One of these is the political war. 
The other is the economic war. It 
{s based on the Arab hoycott of 
Israel and of companies that do 
business with Tarael.” 

“Companies which ‘have been 
helpful to Israel are often ignored 
by the Jewish community.” Blum 
adds. “On the other hand, com- 
panies which directly help the 
Arabs and boycott Israel, are some- 
times patronized by Jews — even 
when the Jews have an alterna- 
tive. Thig situation is usually a 
reflection of simple ignorance, ” he 
says.

that significant portions of the U.S.
